Viaduct Argument 
Headed for Courts? 


With final deadline approaching on 
efforts to settle disputes with the South- 
ern Railroad, the Atlanta. Terminal Co. 
and other railroads on the Hunter street 
and Techwood viaducts, city and county 
officials appear not to be hopeful that a 
reasonable settlement can be made. 

In fact, railroad officials refuse to let 
the Hunter street project proceed while 
litigation goes on on the question of 
payment for “air rights” and presum- 
ably this will be true for Techwood as 
well. 

City and county officials are abso- 
lutely right in arguing that once estab- 
lished, this precedent of paving for air 
rights oVer property needed for devel- 


opment of such things as viaducts and 
expressways for public use could cost 


the taxpayers millions of dollars. 

If this be the attitude of Southern 
Railroad or any other utility serving At- 
lanta, then city and county governments 
—as suggested by County Attorney 
Harold Sheats—very well might look 
into the possibilities of taxing these air 
rights. If they are so valuable now that 
the viaducts are to be built, they must 
have had value before this. 


As for the railroad’s demand for re- 
locating and redesigning the viaduct over 
Southern’s property, engineers say it is 
impractical and costly. As put by Mayor 
Hartsfield, it would amount to “snaking” 
the viaduct to suit the railroad’s, not the 
public’s, convenience. 


The whole matter boils down to a de- 
laying action which will cost Atlanta 
taxpayers a pretty penny. They will not 
understand this last-minute obstruction- 
ism and demands for expensive changes 
and payments which were never antici- 
pated or expected. They will not un- 
derstand or condone this attempted dip 
into bond funds. 


It bears repeating that the railroads 
will benefit greatly from building of 
these viaducts. That is why the attitude 
of Southern and others who may be fol- 
lowing their lead is the more difficult 
to understand. 


We still hope agreement can be 
reached amicably—today, if possible. 
Failing that, however, any further de- 
lays in instituting condemnation proceed- 
ings seem useless.

Arkansas Court Ruling 
Shows There’s a Way 


A federal district court has ruled Ar- 
kansas school placement laws constitu- 
tional. 

This ought to appeal to people who 
want common sense and law to apply. 
This should cut the ground from under 
extremists who promise two things—an 
end to public education and defiance of 
law. 

The Supreme Court had ruled non- 
discriminatory placement laws constitu- 
tional. So the district court must find, 
when and if the laws do not discrimi- 
nate. 

This means it is possible to have con- 
trolled desegregation. It does not mat- 
ter what any organization tries to do 
about it—the placement laws do provide 
local control. The question now is wheth- 
er there are state leaders who will face 
this fact, once again sustained by a court 
of law, or whether we really do prefer to 
destroy our public schools. 

The courts have again spoken. They 
do provide carefully controlled deseg- 
regation. 

The question is once again made plain. 
We can choose no public schools or legal 
processes offering control.

President Should Intensify 
Efforts To End Steel Strike 


President Eisenhower has 


taken a curious half-step toward 


bringing about a settlement of the steel strike. On the suggestion 
of George Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, Eisenhower said he 
would be willing to name a non-government board to recommend 
settlement terms. But he also made it plain that he didn’t think 


the idea would work. 

And he insisted that both labor 
and management would have to 
ask him to do it. 

If this was not an invitation to 
the companies to turn the whole 
idea down flat, it was very close 
to that. In any case, the com- 
panies didn’t. miss their cue and 
the strike drags on into its 10th 
week with no sign that either side 
has relaxed its position. 


It is probably true, as the 


‘President wrote to Meany, that 


appointment of a board to rec- 
ommend a settlement of the con- 
tract dispute would result in a 
suspension: of collective bargain- 
ing while the board made its 
findings. But since the bargain- 
ing now going on apparently is 
entirely perfunctory anyway, this 
would hardly be a loss. 

It might also be true that any 
settlement proposed by a presi- 
dentially -appeinted board with 
only advisory powers would be 
by one or both sides. 
But again, aside from the dam- 
age to. presidential prestige 
which some might see in such an 
nothing would be 
lost. 


Even though the Meany plan 
has met frustration, the Presi- 
dent’s mere consideration of it 
will nevertheless tend to increase 
pressure for a settlement. More 
important, steel stocks are now 
getting low. 

Deliveries of some steel prod- 
ucts have been stopped, foreign 
steel prices have skyrocketed, 
and a worrisome dent has been 
made in national income figures. 
All of this adds up to an ap- 
proaching state of emergency in 


which invocation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act 80-day injunctive 
procedure may become _inevit- 
able. 


This step would of course not 
guarantee against a resumption 
of the strike later on and would 


be politically difficult for the 
President to take on the eve of 
an election year. The prospect 


ought to generate, pressures on 
both the union and the companies 
to reach voluntary accord. But 
we trust the President will ‘not 
rely altogether on their outside 
forces and will intensify his own 
efforts, direct or otherwise, to 
bring the parties together.

For the 
life of him, he seems to be 
saying, he cannot understand why 
we are so dense. Here he has 
come to America ‘‘with an open 
heart,”’ as he keeps saying, will- 
ing to forgive, if not quite to for- 
get our past transgressions, and 
what does he get? Churlish ques- 
tions about freedom, censorship 
and Hungary. 

What Russia is Khrushchev is: 
a formidable adversary. His per- 
sonal arsenal of weapons, like the 
Soviet Union's, is impressive. He 
is fluent, quick, and vehement.

Most of us talk a good deal about health 
and then do mighty little that guarantees that 
be healthy.

His speech comes right out of the 
soil. It is vivid and familiar. He 
has courage and wit and all the 
evangelical fervor of a true be- 
liever. 

Nevertheless, he has done this 
country a favor by coming. May- 
be this will sweep away the il- 
lusion that we are dealing with a 
drunken peasant who took over the 
palace and doesn’t quite know 
what he is after.

It did not work then and it is 
not working now. 

No doubt the ‘‘atmosphere” ifs 
better in American-Soviet rela- 
tions than it was last November, 
when Khrushchev provoked the 
crisis over Berlin. But at- 
mospherics and personalities are 
not policies. 

Thus Khrushchev has brought 
us back to an old fundamental: 
that solutions, if there are any, 
lie with ourselves and our allies, 
in making our national life bet- 
{er rather than in showing influen- 
tial visitors how good it is now.

Gibson, a 47-year-old Negro at- 
torney, now is associated with Jim 
Norris in the National Boxing En- 
terprises in Chicago, where he was 
arrested. 


The one-time World War II 
civilian war department aide 
was secretary and a board mem- 
ber of IBC while Norris headed 
the big boxing enterprise.
